PARIS — French extreme-right candi- 
dates won mayoral races in Nice and three 
~ other southern towns Sunday, but the ami- 
' immigrant National Front failed to make 
the dramatic breakthrough across the 
country that some of its supporters had 
predicted after a strong showing in the Hrst 
round last Sunday. 

The Front's ’xenophobic message 
aroused enough support to help it ^in £e 
city halls of Toulon, Marignane and Or- 
ange. All three towns are in southern 
France, where the Front has grown rapidly 
in popularity by capitalizing on x-oter fears 
about a thratened surge of immigrants 
from North .Africa. 

In addition, Jacques Pe>Tat, a far-right 
candidate who quit the Front last year to 
nitt as on indepradent, was elected mayor 
•if Nice, France’s nfth-lar|est city. 

But the extreme-right faded to win races 
in other cities where some of its strongs 
candidates had appeared poised for vic- 
tory. The Socialists held the Front in 
(he soutbem industrial town of Vicrades 
and the eastern city of Mulbouse, while a 
center-ri^t alliunm beat one of the far 
right's most attractive personalities. Ma- 
rie-France Surbois. in the wheat-belt town 
of Dreux, about 80 kilometers (50 miles) 
west of Paris. 

Even though President Jacques Chirac’s 
govemiog center-right alliance and the op- 
position Socialists mobilized enou^ wt- 
ers (o thwart the Fronl’.^ ambition.^ 
F'once’s far right demonstrated that it 
sustain its political influence with 
the voters esen though virtually all of the 
counu^-’s institutions are now dominated 
hy coniervaiives.

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Conservatives Resurgent / Deng Too Old lor Last Round? 

Industrial Reform Is Under Assault in China

S HEN^*ANG. ChiHit — The last great 
task of Deng Xiaoping's era of eco 
nomic reform, the restructuring and 
privatizing of China's huge state- 
owned industrial sector, is under asisauli just os 
he appears to be too infirm to respond. 

Since consolidating power in I97S. Mr. 
Deng, now 90. has supervised each phase of 
economic liberalization, ending agricultural 
communes and creating ‘‘special economic 
zones" as experiments in capitalism. 

In doing so. he laid the foundation for the 
‘‘socia]i.si market economy" that became na- 
tional policy in October 1992 and has ac- 
counted for the tenfold increase in China's 
gross national product from 1978 to 1994. 

The greatest rentaining challenge near the 
end of his life has been t^sforming the state 
industrial sector. Eighteen months ago. the 
Communist Party mapped out a blueprint for 
overtiauling 14,000 of China's largest state- 
owned industrial enterprises by the end of the 
century. Now. as Mr. Deng's health and in- 
nuence as China's paramount leader have 
slipped, almost no progress has been made 
while conservative ideologues in the party 
leadership appear to be reversing the strat- 
egy. 

Many Chinese and Western economists say 
the overall economic success or failure of 
China in the coming years will ntm on its 
ability to transform its 'state-owned industrial 
sector from a debt-ridden burden into an en- 
gine of growth. 

Failure to do this, many experts say, could 
undermine the ability of ^ina to its debts 

and sustain its population of 1.2 billion.

M r. DENG had endorsed the 1993

NNliat's more, an assault on the slate sector 
threatens the source of much of the Com- 
munist Party's power. Pa^ cadres dominate 
the managenient of state industries. 

And tiix revenues from state factories sus- 
tain the central government and the party in 
Beijing, providing 65 percent of national tax 
revenues. 

The party's political idemitv' is al stake. 

"Wliai we are engaging in is socialism, and 
our final goal is to achieve communism." 
Song Ping huffed in a commentary in People's 
Daily, the official Communist Party news- 
pape'r. Mr. Song, a 7S-year-old conservative 
party elder, assened that Mr. E>eng's reforms 
had led to * 'erosion by the corrupt thinking of 
capitalism." 

Some fear chat a strong conservati%*e back- 
lash could .stifle — or even roll back — the 
trend toward more market-based decision

factories, where ad hoc money-making strate- 
gies and product innovations have demon- 
strated that a capitalist spirit has taken root 
within the old system. 

In a rare public admonishment to senior 
Chinese leaders, the U.S. ambassador. J. Sta- 
pleton Roy. warned that "the adverse con- 
sequences of delaying fundamental refonn" 
in state industries "and not making a stronger 
commitment to the market would be felt most 
.strongly in the Hrst parcof the next^iuiy and 
could jeopardize China's hopes for sharing in 
the generd rise in East Asia's prosperity in the 
first decades of the next century." 

Here in Shenyang and all along the in- 
dustrial spine of northeastern China, hundreds 
of thousands of workers have been sent home 
ffom state-owned industries whose products 
are uncompetitive. The euphemism for these 
layoffs is "taking a long vacation" — without 
pay. 

"Some workers tried to set a statue of Mao 
Zedong on fire with gasoline," said Xu Kng. 
3Q. an industrial endneer. ‘ ‘lltat's bow angry 


they were. People with families are seeing 
their livelihoods disappear and they are ask- 
ing. ‘What kind of woricers’ slate is this?’ '' 
The answer seems to be that it is a state in 
transition — “poised awkwardly," a.s ht. 
Roy put it recently — between a M^ist 
centrally planned economy and the "socialist 
market economy" that Mr. Deng set as a 
goal. 

Where Mr. Deng emphasized the need to 
lake risks with the economy, his designated 
successor. President Jiang Zemin, has adopted 
the language of the Deng refornm but carries 
out the tactics of delay and defeiral. 

M r. JIANG, a consensus builder, 
now speaks mostly about the need 
to maintain social stability and 
bring down the inflation rate, 
which last fall reached the highest level since 
the Communists took power in 1949. It has 
d^lin^ somewhat, but remains alanningly 
high. 

Breaking up China's state sector canes 
with it great risks at a dme when China's 
social safety net is largely undeveloped. 

China's lexers have looked at the "shock 
therapy" in Russia and pronounced it a dan- 
gerous failure, although many economists ar- 
gue that Beijing could affoni to move ag- 
gressively against the state sector. 

The reason is that the Chinese economy is 
booming, with annual growth over 10 percent, 
on the strength of the performance by nonstate 
comranies and foreign joint ventures. 

‘ ‘Diina cannot affi>rd to slacken the pace of 
reform." G. Broadmazu a World Bank 
economist, said in a study. Loss of momen- 
tum, he said, could undermine China’s "abil- 
iQr to maintain growth." 

"Efforts must be made to improve the 
vitality of the state-owned enterprises by way 
of deepening the refonns and building up their 
new superiori^." Mr. Jiang said recently, 
echoing the conservative line. 

Mr. Jiang's new emphasis, and foal of his 
economic advisers, is on improving manage- 
menL

In RepubUean ^Revolution/ Decorum Goes to Guillotine

WASHINGTON — As often as 
possible, usuaUy before a nearly empty 
chamber in the early morning or fate 
evening, Rkk Saniorum takes the Sen- 
ate floor with a chart reading “Where’s 
Bm?” — and sends Democrats into a 
collective rage. 

The freshman Peontylvania sena- 
tor’s defiant use of President Bill Clin- 
ton’s first name is an attadc on one of 
the decomiD-conscious Senate's un- 
written laboo^ aimed at barring any 
words that mi^t be construed as ex- 
pressions of disrespect. 

It has also stirred a behind-the- 
scenes debate among senators over 
vbai one called “the propa manners 
for a revolution." 

Mr. Santonim’s critics. Democrats 
all his conduct is an example of 
the coarsening of political discourse in 
the United States, a coarsening that 


was reflected in the take-no-prisoners 
of last November's campaign and 
is exemplified now in the brash rheto- 
ric of many new Republican lawmak- 
ers, especially in the House. 

Mr. Sanionim and his allies denv 
there is anything disrespectful about 
using the president's first name, but 
contend that provocative language is 
essential to producing the radical 
change the voters wanted when they 
overthrew the established Democratic 
order last year. 

“Sometimes you have to speak up to 
drive a point home,” Mr. Samorum 
said, adding: “After all. you wouldn’t 
be writing this article if I came to the 
floor every day and asked.

But the 
political tide had taken a sharp right 
turn, and Mr. Santoruro trounced Mr. 
Wofford by painting him as an out-of- 
date liberal and railing against big gov- 
ernment and hi^ taxes. 

Brin g in g to the Senate the same kind 
of confrontational conservatism that 
had marked his brief House career, 
Mr. Samorum quickly earned a repu- 
tation as the most combative member 
of a highly combative class of 1 1 fresh- 
man Rraublicans.

Republicans have declined to con- 
front Mr. Saniorum. But some have 
expressed their misgivings in private. 
“It's a question of manners," one said, 
but he asked not to be identified. 

Senator James M. Jeffords, Republi- 
can of Vennonu however, did say of 
the approach of some of his more con- 
servative colleagues: “I rhinic it’s silly 
and counterproductive, bm it seems to 
turn them on."

WASHINGTON — Patrick J. Buchanan has 
rallied hundreds of supporters to claim victory in 
a straw poll of presidential candidates among 
Vir ginia Republicans that he hopes will give him 
momentum even as rivals dismiss it as 
meaningless. 

In one of the largest rump voting sessions to 
date in the nascent battle for 1996 Republican 
presidential nomination. Mr. Buchanan, a con- 
servative journalist, swamped the field by win- 
ning 59 percent of the 1,083 votes cast at a fund- 
raisa party conference Saturday in Tysons 
Comer. Each Republican who vot^ paid S25. 

Such contests rarely foretell the public’s pref- 
erences, but they can be morale boosters for 
lag^g campaigns and provide a barometa of 
sentiment among party activists. 

The results also drive home the fact that con- 
servatives are in fiim control of the state Rq^ub- 
lican apparatus. 

The Senate majority leada. Bob Dole of Kan- 
sas, a moderate who is the from-runner in na- 
tional polls, collected just 7 percent of the vote. 
More moderate fi^es, such as Governor Pete 
Wilson of California and Senator Arlen Specter 
of Pennsylvania, received less than 1 percent 
each and wae hissed when they were mentioned. 

Darid Johnson, executive duector of the state 
party, said the vote reflects support for Mr. 
Buchanan but more importantly signals the di- 
rection favored by the party faithful. 

“They want the' party to stick to the issues that 
the grass roots are concerned about,” he said, 
such as abortion and morality. 


"They want the nominee, whoever it turns out 
to be, to be both a fiscal conservative and a sodal 
conservative.” 

Still despite the relatively large tumout. the 
event underscored Virginia’s nearly nonexistent 
role in presidential politics. Although once 
known as the "motha of presidents” because 
eight chief executives hailed from the state, Vir- 
ginia in the modem aa has been reduced to a 
small playa. 

Of the nine candidates, only Mr. Buchanan. 
Alan Keyes, who is a radio talk-show host, and a 
California congressman, Robert K. Doman, 
showed up to address the gro^. while the rest 
concentrated on more strat^c states, such as 
New Hampshire. Iowa and Florida. Virgrnia will 
not select delegates to the Republican National 
Convention until next May, long after the nomi- 
nation battle is likely to have bren be settled. 

“Hie bottom line is the primary is too doggone 
late.” said Mark Merritt, communications direc- 
tor for a former education secretary, Lamar 
Alexander, who did not attend and finished last 
in the tally. "Everybody has to target your re- 
sources where it’s going to do the most bang for 
the buck." 

Mr. Keyes, who delivered one of his trademark 
fiery addict to the crowd, finished second 
with II percent, followed by Senators Phil 
Gramm of Texas and Richard G. Lugar of Indi- 
ana, with 8 percent each. Mr. Doman recrived 4 
percent, and tiie rest got just a handful. 

Governor George Allen and Attorney Genoal 
James S. Gilmore 3d. who remain popular 
among many Republicans, have not chosen fa- 
vorites so far.

HONG KONG — "One 
country, two ^tems.” 

That simple, catchy phrase 
hflie become the much-repeated 
mantra for Hong Kong's transi- 
tion from British colony to Chi- 
nese rule in 1997. It is meant to 
assert China's future sovereign- 
ty whtie reassuring Hong Kong 
residents and foreign investors 
that the colony's capitalist sys- 
tem will remain intact, at least 
for 50 years. 

And could China use that 
same formula to one day reg^ 
sovereignty over Taiwan, which 
Beijing considers a renegade 
province? 

“Not possible.” said Vincent 
C. Siew, chairman of Taiwan's 
cabinet-level Mainland /^fairs 
Council. “Hong Kong's situa- 
tion is totally different from 
Taiwan. Hong Kong is a colony 
— period. Taiwan is the Repub- 
lic of China. The Republic of 
rhina is a sovereign state.”

At the same time, percep- 
tions of Chinese heavy-handdl- 
ness in its takeover of Hong 
Kong stFOigtbea the arguments 
in Taiwan against any quick 
deal for unification with the 
mainland.

(Erection thai seemed like Hong 
Kong was going to enjoy a gmt 
de^ of autonomy, and B^ing 
was relaxed about it it might 
have changed attitudes in Tm- 
wan,” a Western diplomat said. 

Bdjing has always consid- 
ered Taiwan, not Hong Kong, 
the greater prize in its quest for 
the complete unification of the 
motherland.

Afta Mr. Lee's successful 
U.S. visit however, Taiwan is 
feeling increaan^y assertive 
about its standi^ in the world. 
Voices are growing in Taiwan, a 
nation of 21 million p^le, for 
total sqjaration and indepen- 
dence from China. 

And Taiwanese officials, 
still outwardly espoorii^ 
eventual unification as tbdr 
goal, make it dear that any re- 
union with China wili cmly be 
on Taiwan’s terms. 

Thus, the Hong Kong exam- 
ple seems incre^in^ inele- 
vant to Taiwan.

Britain Backs ShelPs Plan to Sink Oil Rig

LONDON — Shell U.K. 
faced increased pressure Sun- 
day over its dedsion to scuttle 
an old oil rig off the western 
coast of Scotland, but the Brit- 
ish government fought back on 
bdi^ of the <nl company. 

A flotilla umug the Brent 
Spar headed threngh stormy 
seas to a site off the Hebrides 
^ere Shell intends to sink ii.

Pinging to the rig were two 
Greenpeace activists. On Satur- 
day, a Greenpeace helicopter 
had to dodge water jets fired 
from nearby ships to drop them 
supplies. 

‘‘They're prepared to go 
down with the Brent Spar." a 
Greenpe^ ^keswoman said. 

She said the oil company's 
attempt to prevent the h^cop- 
ter from approaching the rig 
was an “outrage." "It appears 
the water cannon were not just 
forming a protective curtain." 
she said, "but were trained on 
the heticopter as it Hew around 
the Spar. 


Despite Greenpeace's effons. 
Shell U.K. was pressing ahead 
with its plan to sink the 65,000- 
ton installation in a seabed 
trench 2.4 kOometers ( I J miles) 
deep in international waters, 
240 kilometers west of the Out- 
er Hebrides. 

The British government has 
supported Shell’s dedsion. On 
Simday, the environment min- 
ister. Tim Eggar, clashed with 
Chris Rose of Greenpeace on a 
BBC-TV talk show. “We have 
come to the conclusion that the 
best thing is to sink it in about a 
mile and a half of deep water." 
Mr. Eggar said. 

He said Greenpeace's de- 
mand that the rig be taken apart 


on land would be even more 
dangerous, and accused Green- 
peace of “grossly exaggerating 
the problem." 

Greenpeace said it would uy 
to use its nx>st powerful ship, 
the tugboat Solo, to intercept 
the rig on Monday. 

The group has organized pro- 
tests in Britain and Germany 
and said that demonstrators 
have turned away as many as 75 
percent of motorists from soote 
Shell gasoline pumps in Britain. 

And in Monday’s edition of 
Der Spiegel, the director of 
SheU-Germany. Peter Duncan, 
said that "profits on average are 
down by more than 20 per- 
cent." (Reuters. AP) 


Q&A:To Veterans of^SOs Beat Movement, Ws Still Going On^ 


In the 1950s, Lawrence FerUn$hetti 
fmmded the City U^ts boMiq) in 
San Fiwtdsco, v^idi became the 
meeting place for the beat writers and 
potiticS activists of the 19505 and 
1960s. In Florence to partic^tate in a 
beat revival at the Teatro Studio of 
Samdied, he talked with Ken Shul- 
man. 

Q. Critics and scholars have 
grwped all of the beat writers to- 
gether into a single nniL Did you 
percrive of yourselves as a move- 
ment? 

A. Allen Ginsberg did. Without 
Allen there wouldn't have been any 
beat movemenL Not only is he a 
genius poet, but be is a genius publi- 
cist From the very beginning, he 
knew ex^y what would happen. 
And he was also smart enou^ to 
document it in his jAotography. 

Actually, I wasn’t one of the origi- 
nal beat gr^. When tl^ wen hop- 
ing around at Columbia Universi^ 


and limes Square, I was in Paris 
living vrith a Freuch family and 
worloiig on a doctorate. 

Q. If the beats were in fact a move- 
ment, what were they moving 
against? 

A. These were the McCartl^ years, 
you know. It was a little IDm the 
situation today. Poetry was very aca- 
demic and hennetic. Poetry Chicago 
was the leading poetry Journal, and 
that was pretty tame, ^en the beats 
came alc^ ±ere was a whole new 
ban game. It was sort of like when 
rode hit tbe music scene in the 1960s. 
Cool jas went right out the window. 

Q. Was it only a Gteraiy move- 
ment? 

A. There was definitely a political 
basis. Allen came out of a Jewish 
radical leftist background. And the 
beats in ^neral were articulating for 
the Hrst time what became the main 
themes of the hippie counterculture 
in the 1960s. The first eccdogical con- 
sciousness, the first anti-war pad- 


fism. And the first use of psycheddic 
drugs to enlarge consciousness. 

Q. What was the failure the 
movement? 

A. Who said it failed? It’s still 
going on. There are beat revivals all 
over the worid. And except for Ker- 
ouac, all of us are still around and 
stiD writing. We didn't become the 
l^jslators of the world, if that's what 
you mean. 

Q. But wasn't there a bit of naivete 
in the movement, in the belief that 
you craild change the world? 

A. I don't think that any<»e was all 
that worried about trying to change 
the world. The beats were more in- 
tent on maiftng out tiian in changin| 
the wwld. And as I wrote in one d 
my poems, they made out of madness 
a hundred ye^ of beatitude. 

There is a big rg'uvenation of the 
beats in academic circles these days. 
But everything is done so seriously 
and self-consaously. This wasn’t a 
movement of avenues. But the aca- 
demics have not gotten hold of it, 
and it has become way too heavy. 


Q. Was it easier lo take sides in the 
19^5 and 1960s than it is today? 

A. Definitely. In 1955, Life maga- 
zine wrote that the beats u-ere the 
only rebellion around. Weil you 
coiild say that this is still the case. If 
you look at American writing or 
American painting today, you don’t 
find rebeUioD. How long has it been 
since a major American writer said 
anythir^ of ^cat importance from a 
dissenting point of view. 1 don’t hear 
them sayi^ anything. 

Q. What could they say? What 
causes could they rally around? 

A. Cyberspace and computers, for 
one. The new cold war is the war 
against the electronic revolution. 
Ibey could draw a line between the 
human and the nonhiunan. The com- 
puter revolution is just now being 
questioned by a lot of intellectuals 
who were origmally booked on com- 
puters. 

Virtual reality creates a pretty 
sticky quality of life. If Dante were 
around today, be would probably in- 


vent a lOth drcle of bell that is paved 
with television monitors and com- 
puter screens. 

Q. Is no one examining these 
themes in the arts? 

A. There are a few dissenters. Rap 
poets and singers. Performance poet- 
ry. They are working in the same 
dissident tradition £at the beats 
worked in. Theirs is still a protest 
against the dominant consumer cul- 
ture. Only today I find them far more 
alienated than we ever were. Every- 
thing has to be politically correct 
today. But there doesn't seem to be 
any real comraiimenl out there. 

Q. Was there in the 196QS? 

K. E*e(^]e went to jril back then. 
And notjust young people.lspent 19 
days in the can. llie problem was 
that the counterculture was ingested 
into ±e middle class. All the sym- 
bols, the music, the posters, the style 
of dress, tl^ were absorbed by the 
system. This is the enormous capaci- 
ty of the consumer society to ingest 
its most disrident elements. 


Airborne Pollen Heralds Big Year in Morocco — for Marijuana

MADRID — Scientists sam- 
pling the air is southern ^ain 
the other day came across a 
Mirpri&ing event, a great stream 
of marijuana pollen coming off 
the Mediterranean waters, cai^ 
ned by a warm southern wind- 
The pollen, though invisible 
to the naked eve. was measu^ 
along a 400 -kiIomcter (250- 
mile) stretch of the Sp^sb 
coast, from Estepona to Carla- 
sena. and it reached more than 
l60 kilometers inland, beyond 
Cordoba. 


"This is exceptionaL" 
Eugenio Domin^ea, coordina- 
tor of plain's Network for 
Aerobiolo^, which detected 
the particles. "We’ve nevCT 
meanired marijuana pollen in 
so many places." 

Researchers soon establish^ 
tha t the tiny grains appearing in 
their micxoscopes were harmn- 
geis of a likely bumper crop of 
mar ijuana in Mofocco, to the 
south. At this time of the year, 
th^ said, the ^eat marijuana 
plantations are in flower along 
the north coast between Tan- 
giers and the Algerian border. 

“No. you don’t get high 
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breathing tins," Mr. Domin- 
siez said by lelqAone from 
Cdrd<A>a, wbm he is a biology 
pr^essor. "We'd all be very 
cheerful by now, but the pollen 
does not contain the narcotic 
compound." 

The wafts of poDen are also a 
reminder of a reality that many 
European officials have pre- 
ferrra to overlook; that M<moc^ 
CO is the largest supplier of mar- 
ijuana to Emope and one of the 
world's leading hashish produce 
ers. Most of the coimtiys mari- 
juana crop is converted to hash- 
ish, its resin concentrate. 

Because of Europe’s huge ap- 
petite for the thin-leafed plant, 
Moroccan farmers have multi- 
plied their crop tenfold in the 
last two decades. 

In public, Eun^iean govern- 
ments have said little about 
Morocco’s marijuana trade. 
The reticence stems partly from 
the need to remain on good 
terms with the country’s leader, 
King Hassan II, at a time of 
mounting instability in neigh- 
boring Algeria. 

Officials monitoring the drug 
trade recognize that marijuana 
earns foreign currency for Mo- 
roccan fanners, and that with- 
out it the large number of inuni- 
granis heading to Western 
Europe would be even laiger. 

In private, though. European 
Union governments have 
plead^ with the king and his 


calnnet to curtail the crops and 
to clamp down on exports. The 
long reportedly agre^ and in 
1992 be announced an eradica- 
tion campaign against kif, as 
the plant is known locsdly. But 
Morocco still largely turns a 
blind eye to the subject. 

One important part of the 
equation, diplomats and police 
officials in Spain and France 
concede, is Europe's own am- 
bivalent attitude toward so- 
caDed soft drugs. 

While pressing Morocco and 
other dnigproducers and offer- 
ing them aid to promote substi- 
tute crops, some European gov- 
ernments emit conflicting 


signals by removing penalties 
for the use of soft dnigs and 
even tolerating production. 

In 1994, after an independent 
study concluded tiiat Moroc- 
co's hashish production had 
reached a record high of 1,500 
tons a year, an EU ddegation 
went to Morocco to ask its gov- 
ernment for a more senous 
crackdown. Its main concern, 
the delegation said, was that the 
Moroccan hashish network in 
Europe was also being used by 
cocaine and heroin traders. 

Morocco replied that if it 
were to comply, it would want 
more European aid in ex- 
change, said an official familiar

Miss Bonino met with Fisheries Minister Mustafa Sahel 
ud Prime Minister Abdellatif Hlali during her two-day visit 
in an attempt to set a date for a sixth round to negotia te EU 
fishing in Moroccan waters. (AP) 

Belgian Parties Agree on Program 

BRUSSELS — The two Christian Democrat and two 
Socialist parties in Belgium's outgoing coalition agreed on a 
program Sunday that will form the basis for their next 
government. 

"The negotiations are finished, there is a definitive agree- 
ment on a final version of the text," a spokeswoman for Prime 
Minister Jean-Luc Debaene saitL Mr. Dehaene headed the 
team that n^otiated the new center-left government follow- 
ing last month’s general election and is poised to become 
prime minister a g.iin 

The four parties the Flemish Christian Democrats, 
Flemish Socialists, the French-speaking Christian Democrats 
and French-speaking Socialists — agreed in principle on 
Saturday to form a new government. Details of the planned 
^enunent pro^om were not available, but an earlier ver- 
siOD made public said the fight against unemplovment would 
be the "absolute priority," (Reuters)

was jailed Sunday as the prime suspect in a granriai over 
electronic eavesdropping t^t has caused a national outcry 
Bgai^t the government of Prime Minis ter Felipe Gonzalez. 

Milita^ police arrested Juan Alberto Perote, the fonner 
clandestine operations chief of the C^ID intelligence ser- 
vice, at his home outside Madrid before dawn Sunday on 
charges of revealing state secrets. 

Govenunent officials pointed last week to Mr. Perote as the 
person most likely responsible for leaking CESID's record- 
ings of telqihoae conversations of some of Spain's b^- 
known figures, including King Juan Carlos I and the Real 
Madrid soccer team president, Ramon Mendoza. Mr. Perote, 
in an intemew published Sunday 1^ conservative daily 
ABC, denied having leaked the recor^^ and said his 
superiors never gave orders to monitor the king's calls. (AP) 

Megor^s Hold on Power Questioned 

LONDON — Prime Minister John Major returned from a 
Group of Seven summil meeting in Canada on Sunrday to find 
his Conservative Party more c^ienly rebellious than ever, 
heightening speculation about whether he can cling to power. 

*^e party's "Eurosk^tic" faction, unhappy at Mr. Major's 
policies toward the European Union and plans for a single 
Europe^ current, renewed theii insurrection, while a cabi- 
net minister joined the ranks of those who would replace hira. 

Mr. Major acknowledged bis problem as he left the G-7 
summit meeting in Halifax, Nova Scotia. “If anyb^y wishes 
to challenge for leadership of the Tory Party, there is a 
constitutional procedure for doing so. We will wait and see 
whether they do," he saiil 

Britain's Sunday newspapers carried front-page specula- 
tion about how much longer Mr. N^ior could stay in power. 
The Sunday Tunes said in an editorim that Mr. Major should 
ask to advance the date of the party's annual leadersh^ 
eltsction from November to next month. “If the government is 
to survive he must restore his authority fast." it said. (Reuters)

Mr. Yeltsin first lashed out about Chechnya in 
response to a Russian television reporter, who 
asked Mr. Clinton whether he was cnangLog his 
mind about the Chechens because of the seizure 
of a hospital in southern Russia. Before he could 
answer, Mr. Yeltsin broke In to say that he 
himself was a hostage to the crisis, and that ‘‘my 
friend Bill” supported Rusrian action to sup- 
press the rebellion. 

“General Duda^tev has asked Turkey to pro- 
vide him with political protection, and Tu^ey 
has agreed,” Mr. Yeltsin said later, his voice 
rising. ”We don’t care where he goes, as long as it 
is far, far away from Russia." 

But Mr. Clintoa who sat impassively during 
Mr. Yeltsin’s first outburst, took pains to say he 
differed with Mr. Yeltsin’s characterization of 
his position on the conflict and said all terrorism 
had to be denounced.

Clearly, the U.S. Congress is not the 
only pbce where laws protecting the 
envuionment are under si^. 

Throughout the West paiticulariy in 
the Rocky Mountains, state legislators 
and governors, egged on by commercial 
interests and sir^I but noisy groups of 
property-rights advocates, are engaged in 
hill-scale mutiny against fede^ and 
state regulations meant to protect what is 
left of America's natural resources. 

What we are seeing is an updated but 
more ominous version of the Ss^ebrush 
Rebellion of the e^y Reagan years. That 
revolt was dominate by ranching inter- 
ests protesting federal regulation of public 
lands. The present e.xplosioa embraces not 
only thott ftuniliar despoUeis but mining 
companies, timber barons, developers, big 
commercial farmers and virtually anyone 
else who stands to profit from lelazazion 
of environmental controls. 

The war in the West and in Congress on 
basic environmental protections have 
much in common. First, both are being 
driven and in some cases underwritten by 
big btutness. Sec<^ both art being 
w^ed to save the “little guy” from fed- 
eral tyranny. Third, this alleged little guy is 
nowhere to be foi^ when die time comes 
to draft crippling legislation. Indeed, his 
wishes have been largely ignored. 

Poll after poll sugge'sts that what or- 
dinary citizens want is more environ- 
mental protection if it means a cleaner 
environment and a healthier societ}'. But 
that is not what this Congress and the 
Western allies want to give them. 

Montana and Idaho are paiticulariy sad 
cases. De^ite citizen complaints, and vir- 


tually unanimous editorial opposition, two 
bills whistled through the Montana Leg- 


isbnire that would in effect pennit higher 
levels of tozic wastes to reach the state's 
streams and lakes.

There are, of course, honorable ex- 
ceptioas. In Colorado, for example, 
ranchers, environmentalists and state of- 
ficials were able to agree cm less de- 
structive ^ering practices — although it 
took a half dozen or so exhausting visits 
from Interior Secretary Bruce B^bitt to 
get the agreemenL 

But nearly everywhere one turns the 
anti-Wadiington ideologues seem to 
have the upper hand. The most conspic- 
uous example is Nevada, where officials 
in Nye County passed a series of or- 
dinances claiming ownership of federal 
lands and then set about physically in- 
timidating employees from the Forest 
Service £ul the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement. The Justice Department has 
now sued to reaffirm federal jurisdiction, 
but Nye Couno^'s rebels have inspired 
imitators. More than 70 rural Westeni 
counties have passed or proposed laws to 
“take back” the public lands. 

Lost in all the rhetoric about individ- 
ualism and states' rights is one basic legal 
face At no time have the Western public 
lands belonged to the states. They were 
acquir^ by treaty, conquest or purchase 
by die federal government acting on behalf 
of ail the citizens of the United States. 

Losl too, is a colossal irony. Western 
ranchers have traditionally fed well at the 
trough of federal beneficence. In their war 
against Washington, they are biting the 
h^ that has fed them lavish subsidies and 
protected them against disasters of nature 
and the vagaries of the marketplace. 

But ail of this esc^s the Sons of 
Sagebrushers. The fact that there might 
be an ov'erriding national interest in re- 
serving the public lands and forests from 
exploitation is not something that quickly 
pops to their minds. 

Nor does this fact seem to register with 
the newer breed of rebels in the state- 
houses and state legislatures who would 
milli^' more than two decades of struggle 
to clean America's waterways, preserve 
its wetlands and otherwise protect its

Clumsy Amendment 


The U.S. Senate's overwhelming 84- 1 6 
vote for an amendment banning obscenity 
and indecency in on-line communications 
made a peculW conclusion to a week in 
which political figures assailing violence 
and indecency in popular culture took care 


to stipulate at ev^ opportunity that foey 
were not calling for any from of 


gov- 


ernment censorship. UnlDte these careful 
critics, and unlike the many cases in which 
the cry of “censorship” is carelessly 
imsed, the “communications decency” 
amendment sponsored by Senators James 
Exon and I^ Coats amounts to cen- 
soi^iip in the genuine and sweeping sense. 
Whatever happens to the telecommuni- 
cations bill as a whole, tiie Exon-Coats 
amendment should not be a pan of it 
Hiis is true even though die amendment 
was intended simply to protect minors 
from encountering indecent material as 
society ventures into a new me^um that 
contains some undeniably cheesy sectors. 
Because the Exon-Coats amendment was 
modeled on older lav^ regulating ob- 
scenit>' and indecency in print broad- 


cast communications, it gives the impres- 


sion of striking a caiefiil balance, as those 


laws tried to do, between protecting chil- 
dren and restricting die free speech of 


consenting adults. But die new technology 
is so difl^CTt from print and broadcast 
that the balancing doesn’t work. 

The clause was written without hear- 
ings on the new technologies and without 
a full appreciation of how differently 
they work. If passed, the law would heav- 
ily penalize, jail or fine anyone who 
“knowingly transmits” or “faiowingly 


makes avulable” indecent content to 
someone under 18. But on the Internet, 
the traditional distinction between a 
sender and a receiver of infonnation 
doesn't hold; to “post” anything any- 
where, in Ao^ca or abroad, “makes it 
available" to millions of unidentified 
users who may get to it by a variety cf 
technical routes and then m^e a copy for 
dieirown use. Material can dius be "re- 
ceived" widiout anybody “sending" it. 

Carrier services like CompuServe or 
America Online, which provi^ the tech- 
nical access that allows this wandering 
and copying to talre place, can exercise 
some control but not complete control 
over what is transmitted them or to 
whom. In response to their complaints 
that they would be liable unless they 
screened every single message, an un- 
tenable proposidon given the volume of 
traffic, lawmakers tried to toild in de- 
fenses that would protea diem frtmi ob- 
scenity prosecution. But since some of 
Che services involve selecting materials, 
there is reason to e;ma that those de- 
fenses might not holdup in court 

The House bill may include a far more 
sensible approach to on-line obscenity, 
modeled on one that Senator Pat L^y 
tried and failed to attach to the Senate bill. 
It would fully study ways to protect mi- 
nors from Internet smut at the receiving 
end. including software diat would enable 
parents to filter out certain types of ma- 
terial directly at the terminal. Such tech- 
nologies are already available. That is a 
far better approach than this clum^ ban.

said Tficki de Klerk-Rubin, editor of 
"American Women and Work Overseas.” 
published by the Federation of American 
Women's Gubs Overseas. 

Ms. de Kleric-Rubin, 38, was a theater 
manager and financial adviser in the Unit- 
ed Slates, and found a job managing a 
theater company's finances when she 


moved to Amsterdam. When her Dutch 
husband was transferred to Vienna, she 
organized European lecture tours for her 
mother, a therapist; then she became certi- 
fied as a therapist herself. Back in the 
Netherlands, she took a first-aid course. 
Now she's halfway through nursing school. 

“Had I said to mysefi T am a theater 
manager,' 1 would have been stuck” she 
said. 

“Women who are trailing spouses are in 
the enviable position of not having to work 
for money,” she said. “I’d never blame that 
they can't get ajob on the work rules of a 
country. No one's going to hand them a 
job.” 

“It may be a back door, and it may not 
be the job that they had in imnd,” she said, 
but “there is always a way.” 

Still, finding that way, and the will, is 
not easy. 

“Moral support — that’s probably the 
main thing that we offer,”' says Debra 
Winlerson, a founding partner of Career 
Relocations in London, which has been 
hired by such companies as British Fetz^ 
letim Co. and Johnson Wax, a unit of S.C. 


Johnson & Son Inc., to help trai ling 
spouses. Another major ta^ k . Ms. Winter- 
son said, is convincing employers to 
on people who know thQ‘'U be leaving in 
the short tenn. 

One British woman gave up a high- 
powered job in the financial sector to trail to 
Brussels. Bang in the EU. she was legally 
able to pursue a new job. But “what really 
hit her was cmnplete loss of self-esteem,” 
said Susan Wild, director of community 
relations and member services for Focus 
Career Services, a nonprofit career resource 
center. “The shock of just being at home 
wondering Miat on earth to do was hand." 

“She'd alway^ felt herself to be a profes- 
sional person, in charge of her Ifie,” Ms. 
WOd said. “She could cope. .And suddenly, 
she couldn’t cope.” 

Often, accompanying partners must 
face the fact that they cannot work as they 
h^ hoped in their new home, but they 
cringe at the thought of not working at alL 
Fewer than half of the 375 members of 
Focus have a full-time job. 

“A number of those people wifi end up 
as Focus volunteers,” Wild said.

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EU to Warn 12 Members on Deficits

BRUSSELS — In a si^ of growing 
concern about Europe's abxli^ to forge a 
angle currency in 19^. senior monetary 
officials plan to ddiver blunt new warn- 
ings Monday that national governments 
most reduce budget dehots and stay 
vigilant against inflation or run the risk 
of fresh economic upheaval. 

The warnings, contained in two re- 
ports to be presented at a meeting of 
European Union finance ministers in 
Luxembouig. highlight the fact that 
most EU governments have made little 
progress at curbing ih^ defidts over the 
past year d^ite rq>«ted calls for major 
reforms, officials said. 

They also reflect fears that govern- 
ments, particularly the new French ad- 
ministration of President Jacques 
rhirag mi ght delay painful budget cuts 
in a bid to tackle unemplqyment, offi- 
cials said. 

Tbe rqxnts make dear that despite a 
recent p^tic^ flap about how to intro- 
duce a sin^ currency — in which Ger- 
many oiammeH a European C>mmjssioo 
proposal to dei^op a critic^ mass of 


transactions m the new money — the 
question remains as to whether or not 
Europe can pull off monetary union. 

"It's a disgrace." said a Europecm mon- 
etary official who spc^e on condition of 
anonymity. “We are in an economic up- 
swing and 12of the 15 members still could 
not enter into a moneiaiy union. That's 
the message. That's the problem." 

The first retort, prepare by the secre- 
tive Monetary Committee of senior EU 
central bank and treasury officials, de- 
clares that Germany has joined Ireland 
and Luxembouig in meeting the budget 
criteria for a single currency, officials 
said. The finance imnisiers are expected 
to endorse the report. 

The second r»ort. by the Union's 
Economic Pt^cy ^mmittee. will urge a 
tightening of bud^ policy to help the 
otiier 12 member states meet the single- 
currency criteria, r^ficials said. Those 
criteria call for annual budget deficits to 
be below 3 percent of gross domestic 
product and for outstanding national 
debt to be below or rapidly approaching 
60 percent 01 GDP. 

The report w^rns of the risk of re- 
newed inflation in countries whose cur- 
rencies have been devalued, led by Italy, 
Spain and Sweden, and reiterates the 


economic dogma enshrined in the Maas- 
tricht treaty that only low deficits and 
low inflation produce low inierest rates 
and jobs. 

“All these are messages clearly direct- 
ed at France,'* the monetary oflicial said. 

Mr. Chtiuc's prime minister. Alain 
Juppe, has made substantial spending 
promises in an effort to reduce France's 
12J percent unemployment but has held 
off on tax increases and spending cuts 
until the summer. Drastic cuts will be 
needed if France is to reduce its deficit, 
now running at more than S percent of 
GDP. by the end of 1997, when EU lead- 
ers are to name the countries that will 
adt^tasinglecurrencv beghuungin 1999. 

The finance ministers are expected to 
have only a brief discussion of the com- 
mission's proposal for introducing a sin- 
gle currency. That plan calls for most 
banks and governments to adopt the 
currency almost immediately, while con- 
sumers would wail three years to get new 
notes and coins. Hans Tletm^r. presi- 
dent of the Bundesbank, criticized that 
idea last week as a burden to Germany's 
small banks and argued instead for 
banks and consumers alike to make the 
switch after a few years' delay.

One major question sur- 
rounding the chances for a set- 
tlement concerns whether or 
not the Minisinr of Internation- 
al Trade and Industry will use 
its bureaucratic power to stop 
Toyota and other companies 
from issuing pans-purchasing 
plans.

The report also quoted an economist as saying that exports were 
cunenily being driven by government tax rentes, and that without 
real market stimulus, the ^ouih in exports could not be sustained.

FRANKFURT — The 
Bundesbank said Sunday that 
high wage rises and the strong 
Deutsche mark would slow 
German economic growth this 
year. But the central bank 
warned against exaggerating 
the impact of currency market 
tmbulence on expons. 

”We do not expect the econo- 
my to collapse, but there will be 
a slowdown,” the Bundesbank 
said in its June le po n . ”The 
combmation of high wage in- 
creases and tte mark’s rise is 
causing a considerable burden, 
which can har^ be absorbed 
in still low profit margins.” 

The Bundesbank said the 
overall economic environment 
since it cut its key lending rate 
March 30 encourages it to 
maintam its cuiTent monetary 
policies. 

Wage increases in Germany’s 
key industrial sectors were 
around 4 percent this year, 
while the mark has appreciated 
almost 10 percent against the 
dollar since January. 

But the Bundesbank cau- 
tioned against excessive gloom 
on exports, despite a research 
instimte report that showed an 
initial sharp drop in expecta- 
tions at Gffmany’s exporters. 


”lt can be assumed that these 
responses rather reflected the 
first 'shock reactions' of compa- 
nies to the significant changes 
on the currency side,” the re- 
port said. 

After a more sober appraisal 
of the burdens and advantages, 
the deterioration of export ex- 
pectations could turn out to be 
exaggerated, particularly since 
the foreign currency fiuctua- 
lions had partly been corrected, 
the Bundesh ank said. 

The Bundesbank also said 
the reduction in March of its 
discount rate, the lowest rate at 
which it len^ to b anks, to 4 
percent from 4.5 percent was 
due primarily to the weak 
growth in money supply. 

The action also took into ac- 
count the mark's strength 
against other currencies, the 
Bundesbank said.

The Devils' piatient Helping d^snse lim- 
ited Detroit’s vaunted toa season-low 

17 shots — includ^ just one in the final 
nine minutes — on goalie Martin Brodeur. 

“We’re playing v^ well in our end to 
con^ dte pu^-carrier and keep him to (he 
outside,” said die Devils coach, Jacques 
lAn^re. “We did what we've been domg. 
That's our success. That’s our game.’ ’ 

’The Devils will try to do it again Tues- 
day night in Game 2 before the series shifts 
to New Jersey for Games 3 and 4. 

And Lemieux win try to continue doing 


what he does best. Of his 5 1 goals in 133 
pmtseason games. 14 have been game- 
winners. That puts him seventh on the all- 
time NHL playoff list, behind the super- 
stars Wayne Gretzky, Maurice Richard, 
hfike Glenn Anderscxi, Jean Be- 

liveau and Yvan Coumpyer. 

“It's an honor to be on the all-time list 
with all these F idolized as a yming- 
ster," said Lemieux. who has 12 goals — 
including three winneis — diis postseason 
after only six goals all regular season. 

A tou^ player bener known as a check- 
er during lus lO-year career, he had 10 
go^s, including four winners, to help Mon- 
treal esmture the Stanley Cup in 1986. 

The Red trying to win the Stan- 
ley Cup for the ran time since 1955, out- 
shot opponents 508-288 and averaged 36.3 
shots a game throu^ the first three rounds. 
Detroit’s previous low for shots this season 
was 22 on Jan. 24. 

“Once they got the lead, it's kind of a 
tough cneb-up game,” said Detroit's 
c<»ch, Scotty Bowman. “It's the sbuh 


straight game we gave up the first goal and 
it’s a tough formula. We did tie the game 
tftt fira time. To do it again, it's tough. We 
ran out of gas in the third period.” 

New Jersey set an NHL playoff record 
wiU\ its ninth road victory. 

“We don’t really have a choice, because 
we have had to play a lot of games on the 
road,” said the Devils' Tom Chorske. 
“But that is something to be proud of 
because we have worked really hard.” 
The Rttl Wings lost for the first time in 
nine home postseason games. 

John MacLean set up Saturday's win- 
ning goal by stealing the puck ftom de- 
fenseman Nicklas Li£trom in the left face- 
drcle. MacLean took a shot but the 
puck hit Paul Cofiey and deflected right to 
Lemieux at the hi^ poinL He then beat 
goalie Mike Vemon between the pads. 

“Claude has the hot stick right now and 
he just found another opening," MacLean 
said “Give him all the credit in the world 
hecau.»i he’s been doing this for the whole 
playofts.” 


Detroit, making its first appeurunce in 
the finals since 1966. is trying to end the 
league's Imgesi Stanley Cup dry .spell. The 
Devils, who joined the NHL in 1974 as the 
Kansas City ScouLs and had a six-year stint 
in Denver before settling in New Jersey in 
1982. are in their first title .serie.s. 

Though Detroit captain Steve Yzerman 
asked fans on Friday to buck tradition and 
stop throwing octopuses, the Red Wings 
used pregame ceremonies to emphasize the 
creature.

Altfam^h only 37, Zambello has already worked m 
many of Bnxqie's top opera houses and she will be back
